RIVER PLAQUE’ RESTORED BEFORE 
SLICE OF HISTORY IS LOST FOREVER 


A special unveiling ceremony took place 
in Cowbridge on Wednesday, February 
14, and it was enough to stop tbe traffic! 

Among those present were the High Sheriff of 
South Glamorgan Professor Heather James CBE 
and Chair of the Waterloo Foundation, the 
Cowbridge with Llanblethian Town Mayor, Coun 
Dave Morris, and other guests. 

The unveiling ceremony was on the site of a 


bridge that was once over the River Thaw, until the 
river was diverted by the Glamorgan County 
Council in 1951 to where it flows today. 
Fortunately, they left the original parapet and the 
commemoration plaque in place. 

The original route of the Thaw is well 
documented; however, the parapet with the 
commemorative plaque is the last remaining 
practical and physical evidence of the original route 


of the river Thaw with the associated history of the 
buildings around it. 

Opposite was the Bridge Inn, one of the many 
early ale houses and coach houses in Cowbridge. 
Many GEM readers may well remember that on the 
corner of the Limes was the Bridge Garage, and the 
building behind the plaque was a very important 
part of the town in the past - the local Brewery!

Bearing in mind this 
is on a downhill stretch, 
cyclists would easily be 
doing 20-25mph; so this 
is a serious accident 
waiting to happen.

Port Road: ‘take 
a look at Belgium’ 



letters recently 
about alterations 
on Port Road and 
the associated cycle 
route, a few years 
ago there was call 
for a dual 
carriageway to 
Cardiff Airport. 

Instead, the main 
road into Barry has been 
made narrower, despite 
the population of the 
town increasing 
significantly in recent 
years and Port Road 
becoming busier. 

The new bus lane has 
compounded this by 
there being an awkward 
‘kink’ in the road on the 
Wenvoe side of the 
roundabout. 

The road is so narrow 
at this point that passing 
lorries and buses have a 
very small gap between 
them when passing in 
opposite directions. 

I don’t think this 


short stretch of bus 
route will significantly 
improve journey times 
along Port Road. 

Surely it is only a 
matter of time before an 
accident happens at this 
point? 

Nervous small car 
drivers are ‘sandwiched’ 
by large vehicles there. 

The associated cycle 
route is used very 
rarely - cyclists prefer 
to use the main road, so 
they don’t have to keep 
stopping and 
dismounting at every 
road junction. 

I suggest the 
designers of this route 
go to Belgium and see 
how motorists 
approaching a main road 
give way to cyclists, and 
then to other drivers at 
the junction joining the 
main roads.

‘Chummy culture’ between 
leadership and opposition 


S OMEONE needs to challenge the 
lack of substance in the statements 
from Andrew RT Davies AM, 
regarding local government 
reorganisation. 

Only one councillor in our local council has been 
willing to confront the self-interests of the political 
parties, while others who may hold a similar view, 
are keeping their heads well below the parapet.

His strategy and strong voice contrasts with the 
silent opposition of his councillor colleagues, who 
believe the Vale Council is the best in Wales, 
derived from the old-guard’s collective self-belief 
in their own success and a few kind words in an 
audit report. There are several other audit reports 
that are much less flattering: we really do need 
change. 

Look at the evidence, rather than the alarmist 
strategy of the ‘Save the Vale’ campaign and the 
Labour-run Vale. Council tax is lower in 10 other

Welsh council areas, including Cardiff; exclude 
house building and cycle paths and economic 
activity is poor in the Vale, compared to Cardiff. 

The dynamic capital city is a massive employer 
of people from our community; there are 20,500 
daily commutes from the Vale to Cardiff; fantastic 
facilities, shopping and entertainment venues. 

I believe we have far too many politicians in 
Wales, more than Scotland, which has almost twice 
the population; 60 Assembly members with strong 
hints that they believe more are required, and 47 
councillors in the Vale, which would be reduced to 
about 20 in a merged Vale/Cardiff council. 

Eight merged councils in Wales would equate to 
about half the number of councillors and an annual 
saving of around £12million on councillor 
payments alone.

‘Rhoose has now 
reached its

At least Cowbridge - which is quite capable, 
with many more amenities - will take that share 
of the properties at Darren Farm. 

Even access to the beach from the main road is 
becoming more difficult in Rhoose. I noticed the 
other day that a well known public footpath is 
about to be closed to make way for more houses 
at Rhoose Point. 

Where was the public consultation? While this 
footpath will probably be widened to provide 
gardens for these houses, the road in and out of 
Rhoose will creak and groan with all the extra 
traffic that these houses create; and no, building 
extra cycle lanes will not help, because as we all 
know there are many occasions when it is not 
practical to ride a bike (most cyclists are allergic 
to cycle lanes anyway!). 

This is just an excuse for developers to pull the 
green card and provide less off-road parking at 
their properties. 

Surely, if the developers are so keen to congest 
our village, they should be made to deliver on 
their promises and improve roads and the extra 
amenities that they always promise? 

Don’t local residents realise that our council 
tax rises year on year for all these diminishing 
services?

BEACH HUTS: 

‘Why the rush 
to a decision? 


1 WAS annoyed last 
week to learn that 
the Barry Island 
beach huts may be 
offered out to a 
private company to 
manage them, after 
only one year of 
operation, because 
they have lost just 
£215. 

The project cost over 
£3m, so you would 
expect some thought to 
have been given to the 
future management 
before the project began. 
There were certainly 
several comments on 
social media referring to 
management 
arrangements during the 
construction stage. 

I was heavily 
criticised by the Leader 
of the Vale Council, who 
claimed that I “showed a 
lack of understanding” 
when I wrote last year 
about spending so much 
money on the scheme at 
a time when cuts are 
being made. 

And now we find that 
people are not using the 
facility - 233 units hired 
over 12 months is hardly 
the success being 
repeatedly claimed by 
certain councillors. 

Over 12 months, that’s 
just a three per cent 
occupancy rate. 

The council are 


hoping to place the 
beach huts out to tender, 
parcelling them together 
in a package with the 
other activities on the 
Prom, which is bound to 
narrow interest from the 
private sector. 

Is there really a need 
to be rushing this 
decision through? Why 
not keep them running 
as they are and let 
schools and community 
groups use the empty 
ones for free? At least 
the taxpayer will get 
some value from this, 
instead of some 
commercial organisation 
profiteering off the back 
of taxpayers. 

I just cannot 
understand how our 
council justify spending 
millions on projects, 
then keep giving them to 
private companies to run 
for minimal rents. It 
happened with the steam 
railway, it happened 
with the leisure centres, 
and it’s now happening 
with the beach huts. 

Our council officers 
have a lot to answer for, 
and somebody needs to 
be held to account. 

Every year, we are 
told how cash-strapped 
the council is! How can 
we even believe a word 
of it with actions like 
this?

Richard Hamilton, of 
Cowbridge has been 
chosen to star in a new 
marketing campaign to 
promote skills and 
inspire people to contact 
the Skills Gateway for 
Adults for careers 
information, and advice 
on how to improve their 
vocational skills and 
employability. 

Richard was in his 
seventh year as Director 
of Outdoor Education at 
Atlantic College - 
located within the 12th 
century St Donat’s Castle 
near Llantwit Major - 
when his role was made 
redundant. 

As Richard says, he 
had worked at the college 
for 20 years by the time 
he left, so being back on 
the job market came as a 
shock. 

“I wanted direction. 
There’s an assumption 
that you know what to do 
and how to navigate the 
system - from claiming 
benefits to looking for a 
job. But I didn’t. 

“I went to Careers 
Wales and they asked me 


what I wanted to do. I 
said I would love to 
upskill, as while I could 
change and go down 
another career path. I’d 
worked in the outdoor 
adventure field for 35 
years, so I had plenty of 
experience and great 
contacts.” 

Richard found out 
about Re Act funding, 
which is supported by the 
Welsh Government and 
European Social Eund 
and covers the cost of 
training courses for 
workers who have been 
made redundant. 

“I took a one-week 
bushmaster course, 
which covers learning 
how to live in the 
outdoors so tasks such as 
building shelters, lighting 
fires and foraging. I also 
did two courses which 
covered how to safely 
use ropes at height - for 
both recreation and 
rescue purposes. 

“These courses added 
to my outdoor adventure 
skills so I could set up 
my own company - 
called The Adventure 
Alternative - because 
I’m passionate about 
getting away from the 
idea that outdoor 
adventure is macho,” 
said the father of four. 

“I didn’t plan on 
starting my own business 
but circumstances made 
it happen. 

“Now I’m excited 
about the future and 
happier than ever,” he 
says.

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COWBRIDGE WOMEN SEE WHAT 
LIFE IS LIKE IN ‘THE JUNGLE’ 


TWO young women from 
Cowbridge have been to France to 
volunteer at the notorious refugee 
camp in Calais that has come to be 
known as ‘The Jungle’. 

Becky Dean and Lucy Harrison, both 
22, and both former pupils at Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School, decided to offer 
their time to the UK-based charity 
‘Care4Calais’. 

The two girls are working - Becky in 
Talygam, and Lucy in Bristol - but they 
put aside a week recently to travel to 
France. 

The obvious question for people whose 
knowledge of ‘The Jungle’ is governed by 
what they see on the news, is ‘What is it 
like?’ 

Lucy Harrison addressed this in a 
Facebook post when she returned: 
“Honestly, I'm not sure where to start. 
Many words spring to mind, but I can’t 
seem to arrange the contradictory terms 
into anything that makes much sense. 

“One thing I can say, it was uplifting. 

“First off, the Care4Calais volunteers 
are awesome people whose dedication to 
others is so humbling. Despite only having 
four days to offer, we were welcomed with 
open arms into the family. 

“Anyone who knows me would happily 
agree I’m hardly the manual labour type. 
But somehow I was bouncing around the 
warehouse with a hammer, breaking up 
fence panels for firewood within half an 
hour of arriving.” 

Becky and Lucy have been told by 
numerous friends that they were worried 
for them, and that thought did cross Lucy’s 
mind.

She said: “As I climbed into the back of 
a van for the drive over, I wondered 
whether I should be worried too. 

“On reflection, I can say that I felt 
entirely safe. With the refugees anyway. 

“Not so much around the French police, 
with their water cannons and tear gas. I’ve 
heard appalling stories of brutality that I 
can only hope are untrue. 

“On the other hand. I’ve met some 
wonderful, peaceful people. Afghans, 
Syrians, Sudanese, whose sunny smiles in 
the face of traumatic pasts and bitter 
presents are nothing short of unbelievable. 

“I’ve eaten at their makeshift 
restaurants, socialised in their makeshift 
bars, and have been treated with genuine 
warmth. 

“There are doctors, lawyers, people who 
have spent fortunes in hopes of finding 
somewhere they’re safe and welcome. 
Mothers, children, families broken apart by 
war and terror.” 

She continued: “This year, Valentine’s 
Day didn’t exactly follow tradition. But it 
was a day I’ll remember forever. 

“It started with a food distribution at the 
Sudanese part of the camp. As ever, we ran 
out of food long before the end of the 
queue. 

“Many were left empty handed. Despite 
this, no one so much as let out a grumble. 
Instead the crowd burst into grateful 
applause and ushered us into their homes (I 
use the word loosely) for tea. 

“Next, we fired up the truck stereo with 
a little reggae music. And without further 


ado, everyone began to dance. Language 
barriers and cultural barriers melted away. 

“Indeed, the whole world seemed to 
disappear as we laughed, hugged and 
grooved to Bob Marley. Under the icy rain. 
On the swampy ground. 

“Between little more than tarpaulin 
shacks flapping in the bitter wind. And I 
don’t think I've ever felt surrounded by 
more joy. 

“The Calais camp is no jungle. It’s a 
community with so much love and hope. 

“Though my government won’t 
recognise their needs, I would proudly call 
these people neighbours. I hope one day 
that I can.” 

Becky told The GEM: “I feel that the 
whole situation gets nothing but bad, 
negative media reports and this is 
something a little bit different and a first¬ 
hand account of what we experienced.” 

She added that she and Lucy are 
planning to return to the camp soon, to 
offer their assistance again. 

Care4Calais was founded by a group of 
UK volunteers with the sole aim of 
supporting the people of the Calais refugee 
camps. 

Its website describes its core focus as 
ensuring that the 7,000-plus refugees are 
supported directly with a focus on 
providing fresh meals, warm clothing, 
heating and important legal and medical 
support. 

A spokesperson stated: “Wc are not 
politicians. We are people like you who 
simply believe that every human has the 
right to be treated in a fair and dignified 
way. ”

Porthcawl puzzled at 'most 
expensive street' revelation 



PORTHCAWL 
residents were a 
little puzzled last 
Saturday 
(February 20) at 
the news that the 
town now had ‘the 
most expensive 
street’ in Wales, 
writes Philip Irwin. 

Such lists are 
produced annually, and 
it was the first time 
Porthcawl had featured. 
Residents wondered 
what had happened to 
propel a Porthcawl 
street up the league 
table so quickly. 

While S underling 
Way, built about 15 
years ago, where the 
‘average price’ was said 
to £855,500, is a 
decidedly pleasant place 
to live, it lacks the 
grandeur of some of the 
streets in, for instance 
Penarth, where every 
home appears to be 
almost a mansion - and 
with a sea view to boot. 

However, on local 
social media, it was 
suggested that the 
‘average’ price was 
skewed because 
S underling Way boasts 
two very large 
properties, both with 
sea views. 

The average was 
worked out from Land 
Registry data, which 
lists the prices that 
private buyers have paid 
for homes in a 
particular street. 

S underling Way has 
approximately 15 
homes and is basically 
U-shaped. As is clear 


from the photo (below) 
those highly-prized sea 
views are available to 
only a few of the 
properties. 

There was further 
speculation that one of 
the two biggest had 
recently been sold for 
£1.75 million, pushing 
the average for the road 
up. 

Another factor may 
be that in places like 
Penarth, a number of 
large properties have 
been converted into 
flats, so that the entire 
property rarely comes 
onto the market.

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WILL THE BARRY ISLAND BEACH HUTS 
ENTERPRISE BE PUT OUT TO TENDER? 


THE colourful beach huts 
at Barry Island may have 
brightened up the 
promenade as part of 
£2.9m regeneration 
scheme, but the ‘hut 
scheme’ is now the subject 
of controversy. 

The Vale Council managed the 
huts for the 2015 season, but is 
now considering whether a 
private operator would do a more 
effective job. 

If the recommendations of a 
report setting out the options for 
the huts are agreed, they would 
be added to a package of 
concessions along the seafront 
currently out to tender. The 
package includes children’s rides, 
a bouncy castle and the hire of 
deck chairs. The issue has been 
referred to a Vale scrutiny 
committee for consideration. 

Vale cabinet member Gwyn 
John, explained: “The new beach 
huts proved to be very popular 
last summer, especially as the 
season progressed and the buzz 
around the new-look Barry Island 
grew. 

“Our goal remains for the huts 
to be enjoyed by as many visitors 
to the resort as possible. We also 
need to ensure that the huts 
generate enough money to cover 
their ongoing maintenance. There

are a number of options for how 
best we could do this and the 
discussions at cabinet and 
scrutiny over the coming weeks 
will allow us to determine which 
is best for Barry Island.” 

The Island attracts 360,000 
visitors each year, and has a total 
economic impact of £12.7 
million. A total of 233 beach hut 
bookings have been made since 
Easter 2015, generating over 
£8,000 of income. 

The Vale Council believes that 
as the operating costs of a third 
party would be lower, and 
marketing of the huts could be 
combined with other attractions, 
there could be strong interest in 
managing them. 

A new operator would be 
responsible for the day to day 
management of the beach huts, 
including cleaning, and would be 
able to vary the hire cost 
throughout the year. The council 
would retain control over the 
maximum rental charges, opening 
hours, and conditions of use. 

Regional Conservative 
Assembly Member Andrew RT 
Davies said 233 bookings since 
last Easter represented “poor 
management”. 

He said: “This white elephant

of an investment was heralded by 
the Labour-run council as the 
saviour of the Island with one 
cabinet member believing the 
rental income from the beach huts 
would be enough to increase the 
vitality of the island and secure 
its future regeneration. 

“However, with poor booking 
numbers and the huts generating 
a loss to the taxpayer of £250, the 
idea these huts would generate 
vast income to benefit the 
island - acting as some sort of 
silver bullet for the island - has 
been proved simply incorrect as 
many local businesses predicted 
at the time.” 

Mr Davies said the council 
should focus on local businesses 
to ensure a prosperous long-term 
future. 

Barry resident Jonathan 
Osborne contacted The GEM to 
say there was another way the 
council could value for money 
out of the huts. 

He said: “The council are 
hoping to place the beach huts 
out to tender, parcelling them 
together in a package with the 
other activities on the Prom 
which is bound to narrow interest 
from the private sector. 

“Is there really a need to be 
rushing this decision through? 
Why not keep them running as 
they are and let schools and 
community groups use the empty 
ones for free? At least the 
taxpayer will get some value 
from this, instead of some 
commercial organisation 
profiteering off the back of us 
taxpayers.”

T he opening of West Side Story 
(performed last week by the 
Bridgend Youth Theatre {BYT} in 
the Grand Pavilion, Porthcawl) was scary 
in a couple of ways. 

Scary in the sense that the members of the two 
teenage gangs, the Jets and the Sharks, swagger on 
stage, seeking eye contact with the audience, offering 
various ‘you looking at me?’ stares. Then they stand 
still, and the music starts. 

It’s also scary because there are so many out there. 
It has always been an article of faith with the BYT 
that as many young people as possible should be 
given a chance to shine, but you can’t help feehng 
that problems lie ahead controlling so many bodies. 

However, the production team of Roger Burnell 
(director) and Naiomi Pearl Roberts (assistant 
director) have instilled a huge sense of professional 
discipline into the cast, and they didn’t miss a beat 
throughout this excellent production. 

On top of that, the group choreography by Andy 
Burnett was a real triumph. To take such a large cast 
and make the dance routines interesting and vibrant 
takes some doing. 

I’ve been reviewing the BYT for 15 years now, 
and that level of professionalism is no surprise. What 
varies each year, of course, is the show and the 
talents of the main performers. This year, Roger 
could call on three ‘old hands’ - and one maMng his 
debut in a main role. 

Olivia Hopper {Maria), Meredith Lewis {Anita) 
and Jack Davies {Rijf) have all played substantial 
roles in previous BYT productions, and all three are 
interviewing for drama colleges in the near future. 

They must have improved their chances with West 
Side Story. Olivia has a stunning soprano voice and 
her acting, particularly in the duet with Anita, ‘A Boy 
Like That’, was very strong. 

Anita is a great role for any girl, and Meredith 
made the most of it, handling the comedy, tragedy 
and the dancing with aplomb. She led the rest of the 
Shark girls through a really impressive version of 
‘America’, and has a really strong stage presence. 

In many ways. Jack Davies had the toughest task, 
because he is physically bigger than the ideal Riff, 
and he doesn’t appear to have the build of a dancer. 
However, he is the sort of actor who constantly 
surprises you. 

He moves well, has the ability to hold the 
audience’s attention and I’m sure his versatility will 
stand him in good stead in the future. 

The new kid in town is James Evans Jones. He’s 
still only 16 and, as such, he presents me with a 
problem. I don’t want a parent calhng me to say that 
their son/daughter was going to train as a doctor until 
a good review turned their head, so even when 
someone like Aneuiin Barnard was making jaws drop 
with his talent 10 years ago. I’ve tried to hold back a 
bit. 

However, you can’t pretend the audience reaction 
in the Pavilion didn’t happen. The cast was enjoying 
a loud and well-deserved standing ovation, but it 
went all the way up to 11 when James stepped 
forward. 

He is so relaxed on stage, and his voice was 
perfect for Tony. His duets with Olivia were magical, 
and I haven’t heard two youth theatre voices blend so 
well since Aneurin Barnard and Georgia Thomas in 
Damn Yankees about 10 years ago. 

There is an element of luck in this. The last time 
the BYT did West Side Story, Maria and Tony were 
played by Katie Elin-Salt and Allyn Hawke, two 
really strong singers and actors, but they didn’t 
complement each other the way that Olivia and

James did. 

Maybe Tony is simply James’ ideal role. I suspect 
Roger will give him something different next year, 
and I for one will be very interested. 

I’ve always felt sorry for Bernardo (played by 
Lewis Scott) in this show. He is as important a role as 
Riff, but doesn’t get a song. Dramatically he is 
important though, because he has to embody the 
resentment the Puerto Ricans feel at the racial 
discrimination they find in America. 

Lewis put all that anger into a very watchable 
performance. He moves well, dances well and was a 
real leader for the Sharks. 

On the subject of dancing and choreography, Andy 
Burnett was not responsible for everything. The 
Eantasy Eeet Dance Company were prominent 
throughout, particularly in the ballet that accompanies 
‘Somewhere’, and their dances were choreographed 
by Phillipa Harries and Gemma Mulcahy. 

West Side Story has so many good numbers that it 
is difficult to include them all. The boys playing the 
Jets gave the remarkable ‘Gee Officer Krupke’ full 
value and nailed all the laughs, finishing to a massive 
cheer from the audience. 

I say remarkable because this is a song that never 
seems to date. Look in The Daily Mail and The 
Guardian and you will find the same arguments 
being kicked around today. The only thmg that 
changes is the name. ‘Juvenile delinquents’ are now 
‘disaffected youth’ but little else has changed. 

There were several other performances of note. 

The soloist for ‘Somewhere’ was Lucy Viner, and she 
too had a stunning voice. Jasmine Jones, who played 
the tomboy Jet, Anybodys, was an accomplished 
scene stealer and looked very relaxed and 
comfortable on stage. 

At times, you get the feeling that the BYT is 
impossible to review on one night. You might notice 
someone on one side of the stage doing something 
very bright and interesting, but that means you will 
miss someone else on the other side. 

They have grasped that everyone has to 
concentrate and do well if the principals are going to 
get a chance to impress, and it is that team spirit and 
work ethic that has always made the BYT special. 

It doesn’t come easy, and Roger Burnell, Naiomi 
Pearl Roberts and Shelley Rees Owen are to be 
congratulated for moulding this group into such an 
impressive company. 

On the music side, Nathan Jones was working 
with the BYT as musical director for the first time, 
and his orchestra did brilliantly. West Side Story is 
rhythmically difficult, but they all did a superb job. 

This show ran for just three main performances: 
Thursday evening, and a matinee and evening 
performance on Eriday. There was also an open dress 
rehearsal (at a reduced ticket price) on the 
Wednesday evening, but I'm told that it did not attract 
a large audience. After 16 years of high quality 
performances I really don’t understand this. 

You would think that Porthcawl residents, and 
those in Bridgend county borough, would put the 
annual BYT show in their diary every year, but it 
doesn’t happen. 

I’ve remarked on this puzzle before, and I’m no 
nearer working it out. I’m sure everyone there 
enjoyed the show as much as I did, and I imagine 
they told their friends. Maybe they go away and think 
“perhaps next year won’t be so good”. 

Well, I tend to think that if the last 16 years have 
been great, there's a pretty good chance that number 
17 will be too!

Winter pressures 
sees big increase 
in hospital patients 

EMERGENCY and urgent care services 
in Cardiff and the Vale have seen a rise in 
patients as they cope with winter 
pressures. 

The number of patients attending the emergency 
unit (EU) at University Hospital of Wales (UHW) 
increased by 13 per cent in January, compared to last 
year. 

“A total of 5,310 patients attended the UHW 
emergency unit in January. The greatest increase 
was seen in patients attending with minor injuries. 
The team also dealt with a significant rise in the 
number of seriously ill patients, dealing with up to 
five major trauma cases in one day,” a spokesperson 
said. 

The GP out of hours service saw a five per cent 
increase of more than 11,500 calls in January alone. 


Drakeford and 1 visited 
Llandough Hospital last 
week, we saw the fruits 
of our £8 8m 
investment in the new 
centre, which will 
provide world-class 
facilities and care for 
people with mental 
health needs, as services 
move from Whitchurch 
Hospital to Llandough. 

We also saw the 
fruits of our investment 
in the cystic fibrosis 
centre, which provides 
first-class treatment for 
people with cystic 
fibrosis throughout 
Wales. 

It is treating 
increasing numbers as 
people live longer 
thanks to new drugs and 
new treatments and 
access to life¬ 
transforming 
transplants.

The Welsh 
Government has 
earmarked finance for 
the expansion and the 
centre has a brilliant 
fundraising campaign to 
support the plans. 

The Welsh 
Government budget 
also included £21m 
more funding for social 
services next year, and 
the intermediate care 
fund, which helps to 
integrate health and 
social care, will rise to 
£60m next year, thanks 
to increased investment 
by the Welsh 
Government. 

Our investment in 
social care is vital and I 
was privileged to 
present long service 
awards at College 
Fields care home in 
Barry this week to 
members of staff who 
have reached their 
landmarks of 10 and 15 
years of loyal service in 
social care. 

During our time at 
Llandough Hospital, the 
Health Minister and I 
met healthcare staff - 


nurses, junor doctors, 
porters, skilled staff 
from pathology and 
surgical teams, 
midwives and 
administrators - to talk 
about our approach to 
negotiating the pay and 
conditions of NHS staff 
as well as working in 
partnership with staff. 

I am very proud that 
in Wales, we pay the 
living wage to NHS 
staff and junior doctors

He said; “Highly- 
trained staff are the 
heart of the Welsh 
NHS - this £85m 
investment will go 
towards developing the 
next generation who 
will provide healthcare 
to the nation. 

“This investment is 
based on what NHS 
organisations have told 
us they need to 
maintain services. 

“Despite the financial 
pressures faced during 
recent years, we have 
continued to invest in 
education and training 
for health professionals 
in Wales. This year is 
no exception.” 

The respected 
Organisation for 
Economic Co-operation 
and Development 
(OECD) reported 
recently on the quality 
of healthcare in Wales, 
Scotland, England and 
Northern Ireland. It 


concluded that quality 
is at the heart of the 
Welsh NHS and patient- 
centred care is a major 
priority. The two-year 
independent study also 
found that “no 
consistent picture 
emerges of one of the 
UK’s four health 
systems performing 
better than another”, 
even though the OECD 
acknowledges Wales 
faces unique challenges 
because of the larger 
proportion of older 
people and children in 
the population - both of 
whom tend to rely on 


NHS services. 

Welsh Government 
funding for health and 
social services is the 
highest it has ever been 
with a record £6.7bn 
invested this financial 
year, rising to £7bn in 
2016-17 - the UK 
Government’s own 
figures show Wales 
spends more per person 
on health and social 
care than in England. 

A fairer, better Wales 
needs to be a healthier 
Wales, a more resilient 
and skilled Wales 
leading to a more 
prosperous Wales.

THE divided nature of the 
Conservative Party over the 
EU referendum has been 
illustrated by the differing 
opinions of two of the party’s 
big Welsh hitters. 

Earlier this week, the Prime 
Minister crossed swords with Boris 
Johnson in the House of Commons. 
Johnson believes the European 
Union deal isn’t substantial enough 
for him to vote in. 

Andrew RT Davies, the leader of 
the Conservatives in Wales, agrees 
and told The GEM: “In June voters 
will have a say on Britain’s future 
in the European Union for the first 
time in more than a generation. 

“Thanks to the Conservatives, 
the future of our relationship with 
Europe will then be placed in the 
hands of the people - not 
politicians. 

“After a great deal of 
consideration I have decided that I 
will be voting for Britain to leave 


the EU. 

“It is my belief that our future 
will be best served as part of a 
looser, economic relationship with 
the European Union.” 

But Vale MP and Welsh Minister 
Alun Cairns, who admits he is no 
fan of the European Union, says he 
will vote to stay in. 

He explained: “In the 2015 
general election I stood on a 
manifesto commitment to deliver a 
referendum on EU membership. 
We have delivered on that promise. 

“Voters in the Vale and across 
the United Kingdom will have the 
opportunity to make their decision 
on June 23. 

“I am no fan of the European 
Union and the bureaucracy it 
imposes. After careful 
consideration, however, I have 
decided to vote to remain as I 
believe an exit would lead to 
uncertainty at a critical time for 
our economy.” 


Speaker recalls 
Vale air disaster

ON Sunday, March 
12 1950 at around 
3pm an Avro Tudor 
chartered 
passenger aircraft 
crashed in the Vale 
of Glamorgan near 
the village of 
Siginstone. 

The aircraft was only 
yards from the runway 
at Llandow airfield - its 
destination. The 
casualty count was 80 
persons, 75 of whom 
were rugby supporters 
returning from seeing 
Wales win the Triple 
Crown for the first time 
in 37 years, and the five 
members of the crew. 
Remarkably, there were 
three survivors of what 
was, at the time, the 
world’s worst civilian 
air disaster. 

In 1990, the local 
award-winning TV 
producer Don Llewellyn 
was invited to make a 
40th anniversary 
documentary about this 
disaster. 

On Eriday, March 4, 
nearly 66 years later, 
Don will be talking to 
the Penarth Aviation 
Society about the 
disaster and his part in 


making the 
documentary and how 
he chose to highlight the 
stories from relatives of 
the deceased, rather than 
just concentrating on the 
crash itself (the cause of 
which is still a matter of 
speculation). 

He was able, as a 
result of the programme, 
to pressure the local 
authorities to place a 
memorial in Siginstone 
to those perished in the 
tragedy.

The group are tasked 
with pulling off an 
ambitious heist, 
involving the murder of 
a cop (played by Casey 
Affleck), the ‘triple 9’ 
of the title, that can be 
performed when the 
police rush to the 
murder scene. However, 
all does not go to plan, 
and soon allegiances 
and relationships are 
tested... 

It appears that in the 
world of film, there are 
very few decent police 
officers around; after 
all, the number of films 
made about corrupt, 
‘dirty’ cops far 
outweighs the ones 
made about good, 
honest and decent men 
with a badge. 

So Triple 9 is hardly 
breaking any new 
ground with its story of 
police officers working 
alongside criminals, yet 
can such a shopworn 
narrative yield anything 
fresh and exciting? 

The answer is, 
unfortunately, no - a 
surfeit of wonderful 
actors failing to 
energise what is a rather 
dull and un-engaging 
film that, given the 
talents of those involved 
in front and behind the 
camera, feels like a 
missed opportunity. 


It starts so well, a 
bank heist that wastes 
no time in picking up 
pace delivered with skill 
and dexterity; but what 
unfolds after this, bar 
another couple of well- 
realised heist sequences, 
is a rather rote and 
lifeless story that not 
even this stellar cast can 
rescue. 

Given the ensemble 
nature of the film, 
there’s a raft of 
performances, some of 
which are merely 
extended cameos with 
little or no substance 
(Norman Reedus, Gal 
Gadot), and some of 
which just fail to land. 

The problem is we’ve 
seen these actors in 
these situations before, 
the casting feeling 
predictable, and even if 
the likes of Chiwetel 
Ejiofor, Casey Affleck, 
Anthony Mackie, 

Woody Harrelson and 
Aaron Paul offer up 
decent turns, there’s 
nothing here that's new 
or different (Paul in 
particular is merely 
channelling his 
Breaking Bad character 
without the wit). 

Even those who are 
playing against type to a 
degree, like Kate 
Winslet’s Russian mafia 
boss, don’t really 
resonate, feeling a little 
too arch and trying too 
hard. With so many 
characters, there’s not 
one performance that 


stands out, hardly a 
criticism of an 
ensemble, but there’s 
nothing overly 
memorable to see either. 

John Hillcoat has 
delivered a pretty solid 
CV thus far in his 
career, but this is a film 
that is oddly lacking in 
his distinctive visual 
sense and tone. While 
the film shares the 
bleakness that has been 
a key component of his 
work so far (there are 
very few smiles cracked 
in this film), it doesn’t 
feel like a John Hillcoat 
film. 

Instead, it draws its 
inspiration seemingly 
from no end of better 
films that skirt around 
the same subject matter, 
whether it’s Training 
Day or any of David 
Ayer’s Los Angeles-set 
police films like Harsh 
Times, End of Watch or 
Street Kings. 

Six years ago, this 
script was included in 
‘The Black List’, 
Hollywood’s list of the 
best unmade scripts. 

You can only think that 
its journey from page to 
screen was not as was 
intended, as it seems 
hard to believe that 
something that sticks so 
close to what has gone 
before in terms of this 
genre would be given 
such high praise. 

While the initial 
concept is interesting in 
itself (the murder of a 


policeman, means that 
all available police 
would chase down the 
perpetrator, meaning a 
window of time for a 
heist to take place), it 
hasn’t been fully 
realised into a film with 
any great depth. As a 
result. Triple 9 makes 
for a thankless film. 


VERDICT: Given 
the raft of talent. Triple 
9 should be a 
coruscating and hard¬ 
hitting thriller. 

In actuality, it’s a 
film that feels all too 
predictable, with 
cardboard cut-out 
characters brought to 
life by actors who try 


their best but just end 
up playing to type. John 
Hillcoat’s direction 
lacks his distinctive 
mark, and overall this is 
a film that just feels 
lacklustre. 
Disappointing.

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Food For Thought... 


Eating out with children 

- AN EXPERT ADVISES 


E ating out with kids - is it all too 
much of a hassle? Lisa Salmon of 
the Press Association has some 
useful tips... 

When you take the kids out for a meal, you’re a 
lucky - and unusual - parent if they plump for a 
dish other than the standard favourites of either 
chicken nuggets and chips or pizza. 

Research suggests that two thirds of children 
always order the same thing in restaurants - 
behaviour unwittingly fuelled by their parents, as 
more than a third (37 per cent) of mums and dads 
admit to ‘habit eating’ by ordering the same meal 
when dining out. 

The research, by the Japanese restaurant chain 
YO! Sushi, found that the top five meal choices for 
primary school-age children are, unsurprisingly: 

1. Chicken Nuggets and Chips. 

2. Pizza. 

3. Pasta. 

4. Fish and Chips. 

5. Burgers. 

But more than two thirds of parents admit they'd 
like their child to have a broader food repertoire 
and be more adventurous with what they eat. 

Clinical psychologist Dr Gillian Harris of 
Birmingham University, an expert in food refusal in 
children, points out that children like chicken 
nuggets and chips because the meal tends to look 
the same every time, with a manageable texture, 
while pizza is often seen as a treat food. 

“If something is slightly restricted or is deemed a 
grown-up food, kids are more likely to eat it,” she 
says. 

“Parents have a tendency to go out and order the 
same thing in restaurants. They need to be a bit 
braver, to set their children a good example, so it’s 
more likely that they too will try something 
different.” 

However, even if parents do try to vary their 
own choices in restaurants, the research revealed 
that a quarter of them wouldn’t let their children try 
a new dish when eating out if they were unsure 
their child would like it, with 45 per cent stating

that they'd rather their kids chose something they’ll 
definitely eat. 

And this unwillingness to let children try new 
foods is reflected in many parents’ lack of 
persistence when it comes to introducing different 
foods at home. 

The survey revealed that if a child refuses a 
particular food, more than two thirds of parents 
would only sometimes try to introduce it again. 
Nearly half would only encourage a child to try a 
new food three to five times, and a third would just 
try once or twice before giving up. 

Dr Harris, who helps run the Birmingham Food 
Refusal Service, says: “Clinical research has shown 
that it can take up to 10 tastes for a new food to be 
accepted by a child. 

“I would recommend persevering with one or 
two foods at a time and remember that the second 
taste of a new food may be the hardest of all, as 
your child will have formed an opinion that they 
don’t like the food.” 

She says that genetic factors play a part in some 
children’s dislike of different tastes and food 
textures, explaining: “Mainly it's a sensory 
hypersensitivity which genetically predetermines 
children, although some will be more difficult than 
others. 

“It can be overcome to some extent, although a 
lot of the texture problems can’t.” 

But she warns: “If you threaten a child, stand in 
front of them and shout or make them sit there until 
they eat their food, you’ll just make it worse.” 

Dr Harris advises that the best way to get 
children to be adventurous with food is by getting 
them used to the sight and texture of different foods 
as early as possible - preferably within the first 
year of life. 

That way, they’ll see foods as ‘safe’, and are 
more likely to eat them. 

She says parents should give children what they 
want them to eat, rather than relying on jars of baby 
and toddler food, and stresses: “You’ve got to eat 
with the child - they should be watching you eat. 

“And if you want them to try something they 
don't normally try, don’t put a large plateful in front 
of them, but let them take it off your plate, let them 
taste it. 

“You've got to keep going with it - just half a 
teaspoon at a time, and the child will get used to it. 

Dr Harris and colleagues are running 
workshops around the country designed to help 
parents understand why their children refuse food.

Brian’s Blast From The Past — 1994 


GEM columnist Brian Lee, who 
is celebrating half a century of 
reporting on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene, takes a look at his 
press cuttings book for 1994 and 
under the heading ‘Cowbridge 
Farmer Makes Racing History - 
A special report by Brian Lee’, 
this is what he had to say in the 
Glamorgan GEM dated March 
31,1994. 

“Cowbridge farmer John Llewellyn 
rode his 269th point-to-point winner at the 
Carmarthenshire Hunt Steeplechases on 
Chibougama and has gone into second 
place in the all-time list of winning point- 
to-point riders. 

“Only Suffolk’s David Turner, who has 
ridden 343 winners, has ridden more than 
the Welsh maestro. The records will now 
show that the late Major Guy Cunard, 
who booted home 268 winners has been 
pushed back into third place. 

“Unlike David Turner, who had his 
own large string of horses to back him up, 
John has done it the hard way, riding for 
many different owners since he notched 
up his first win on Highland Myth at 
Llanharry, way back in 1967. 

“The farmhorse where he was born was 
on the site of the old Cowbridge 
Steeplechase course at Penllyn, which has 
seen the likes of the famed Anthony and 
Rees brothers, and some of his early 
successes were gained on the same course 
when it was used for point-to-point racing 
in the 1960s. 

Although he started riding in point-to- 
points at 16, amazingly he didn’t ride his 
first winner until he was 20. 

“However, he has a habit of making 
hunt-racing history and in 1982 he 
became the first Welshman to win the 
national riders’ championship outright, 
with a Welsh record for the season of 19 
winners. 

“John has won the Welsh title on a 
number of occasions. He has also ridden 
winners under Rules at racecourses like 
Newbury, Cheltenham, Sandown, 

Hereford and Chepstow. 

“It was at Chepstow in front of a large 
Welsh crowd that he gained a memorable 
win on Grenville Richards’ Fixed Price in 
the 1986 Land Rover Gentlemen’s 
Hunters Chase Final to become the first 
Welshman to win the race. 

“Four broken collarbones, a broken 
shoulder blade, hip and not to mention a 
wrist and various other ‘minor’ injuries. 

A well-known showjumping competitor, 
he is something of an expert with novice 
horses. After more than 30 years in the 


sport, he often finds himself competing 
against the sons of the fathers he was 
riding against in the 1960s and 70s. 

“He has seen a lot of changes in his 
time and says: “The standard of riding has 
improved, most racecourses are better laid 
out and there is more emphasis put on the 
safety of riders and horses.” 

“A credit to the sport in Wales, he was 
the recipient of a special award for his 
services to point-to-pointing at the sport’s 
annual dinner dance a couple of years 
ago.” 

For the record, John’s 270 winners 
have now been passed by four other male 
riders, none of them Welsh. 

And under the heading ‘Twenty-Five 
Year Career Is Over’ I reported: 
“Chepstow’s Richard Hambleton, one of 
the unsung heroes of point-to-point 
steeplechasing, has hung up his riding 
boots after more than 25 years in the 
saddle. Often outspoken, he has to coin a 
cliche, the heart of a lion. 

“Despite having teeth knocked out, 
both arms broken, shoulders smashed and 
various other injuries, he never lost his 
enthusiasm for the sport he loved. 

“Even when all the bones were 
smashed in his face after a dreadful car 
accident it didn’t stop him riding. 

“He never rode many winners, the 
highlight of his race riding career perhaps 
being a double at the Curre, Howick in 
1980 on Late Guest and Flying Boy. I 
will always associate him with the inaptly 
named Gracious Lady which the 
formbook claimed was a ‘highly 
unsatisfactory ride and a waste of time for 
racing’. 

“In 1975 he not only trained her to win 
two races, but rode her as well! The 
jockeys’ changing tent will never seem 
quite the same ever again.” 

Tim Jones of Rudry has won the Welsh 
point-to-point riders’ championship for the 
third time. 

Jones, who rode 16 winners plus a 
winner under rules, previously landed the 
title in 1988 and 1990. Jones’ 16 wins 
between-the-flags were gained on 15 
different horses. 

A former Welsh junior international 
show-jumper, Jones is one of around 40 
riders to have ridden more than 100 point- 
to-point winners. 

He rode his first winner in 1984 at the 
Llangeinor Hunt Steeplechases, the 
meeting where 12 years earlier his father 
Lloyd Jones had been killed in a race 
riding accicent. 

In 1985 Jones rode five winners as well 
as his first under rules on Japling at 
Newton Abbot, and in 1986 he chalked-up 
seven wins before going on to win the 


Massey Ferguson Maiden Hunter Chase 
Championship at Worcester on John 
Parfitt’s Tarville. 

One of those successes was gained on a 
horse which was to become Wales’ most 
famous steeplechaser - Sirrell Griffiths’ 
1990 Cheltenham Gold Cup winner 
Norton’s Coin. 

Jones won the Ystrad Maiden on 
Norton’s Coin that season and also 
partnered the Welsh wonder horse to his 
first success on a racecourse proper when 
they landed the Spartan Hunter Chase at 
Chepstow in 1988. 

The previous season Jones had booted 
home nine winners and he doubled that 
score in 1988, which was the year 
Cowbridge’s John Llewellyn set a Welsh 
record of 20 wins. 

In 1989, Jones rode 16 winers and in 
1990 he managed to equal his personal 
best of 18 wins. The highlight of his 
riding career to date came at the end of 
that season at the Cheltenham Hunters 
Evening Meeting when he scored a 
brilliant double with Rectory Boy in the 
Bellstaff Novices Hunter Chase and 
Sweet Rascal in the Champagne Piper 
Heidsiek United Hunts’ Challenge Cup. 

In fact, Jones has ridden the winner of 
the latter race on three occasions. 

Jones used to ride for Peter Bowen, but 
the Dyfed livery yard trainer vowed that 
he wouldn’t ride for him again after last 
season’s sensational three-horse open race 
at the Gelligaer Farmers, when the 
Bowen-trained Brunico, ridden by Ron 
Trellogen, Zephyr Nights, ridden by Tim 
Jones, and AlfMaraba, partnered by 
Robert Rowsell, were involved in a farcial 
‘race’ that took nine minutes and 36 
seconds. 

Jones also won the Bill Jones Memorial 
Trophy for the leading rider in the south 
Wales area. 

Jones’ younger sister Pip, was going 
great guns for the women's amateur 
riders’ title until a schooling accident put 
her on the sidelines. 

The Vale’s Willie Pugh won the novice 
rider award and the Elfin David 
Memorial Trophy went to Shan Farr’s 
Charlotte Lane and Dillwyn Thomas’ 
Daisy Miller equal-first.

Wales can make 
it five in a row 
against France 

F ew eyebrows were expected to be raised with 

Tuesday’s announcement of the Wales team to face 
Grand Slam-chasing France at Cardiff’s Principality 
Stadium on Friday (kick-off 8.05pm). 

Lingering fitness doubts over two or three key players may 
have delayed head coach Warren Gatland naming a near- 
unchanged team from the 27-23 win over Scotland - with only 
the make-up of the back row likely to have entailed any serious 
head scratching - but even that arch Kiwi tactician was hardly 
likely to drop a selection bombshell at this stage in the Six 
Nations.
